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Members of the House of Delegates of 
the 86th Annual Meeting of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Dental Society: friends. As 
I near the end of my tenure in office, not 
without mixed emotions, I will give you 
the customary short account of my stew- 
atdship. And as is also customary, I ask 
the privilege of completing this report in 
the January 1955 issue of the JOURNAL. 


Board of Trustees 


First, 1 should like to report on the 
Board of Trustees. This year, in the in- 
terest of economy, the board decided to 
experiment with two meetings rather than 
the three usually held, and supplement 
these two meetings with mail ballots if 
necessary. This year seemed like a good 
year to inaugurate this change-over, be- 
cause of the time of the State meeting. 
By having the first meeting in February 
at the time of the Annual Philadelphia 
meeting, and the second meeting during 
the combined Greater Pittsburgh and An- 
nual State meeting, the Trustees felt there 
would be no need for a third meeting this 
year. The accomplishments of the Board 
during this session will indicate the fea- 
sibility of such a move. I feel the mail 
ballot has been used successfully and very 
economically during the interim between 
Board meetings. 

During the February session, reports 
were received by the Board members from 
the Finance Committee indicating our So-

ciety’s continued financial health and from 
the Insurance Committee on a Group 
Plan of Comprehensive Liability. The 
Board approved this liability insurance 
plan and instructed the Committee to pro- 
ceed with its installation if the final con- 
tract as presented is acceptable to the 
Committee, our executive secretary and 
our attorney. 

The Legislative Committee was as- 
signed the task of determining the number 
of states that allowed dentists to sign 
death certificates, and reported the num- 
ber as five. Discussions concerning the 
feasibility of seeking legislation allowing 
Pennsylvania dentists to sign death cer- 
tificates has taken place during meetings 
of the Executive Committee, of the Legis- 
lative Committee, and has continued up 
to and through this second meeting of the 
Board. 


A report submitted by the Fact Finding 
Committee on Private Dental Hospitals 
was received. This committee is still 
functioning, and discussion is still before 
the Board. If this or any other problem 
currently before the Board is resolved by 
December 31, 1954, I shall report to the 
Delegates through the JOURNAL. 


Of course the item mentioned above 
did not occupy all the Board’s time, as 
many routine matters were presented and 
disposed of, but the above four seemed 
to me to merit a word in passing. 





id District Meetings 

Now I would like to say a few words 
about the meetings I attended, and about 
the hospitality and generosity of time dis- 
played by the officers and members of the 
district societies I met with during their 
annual meetings. Everywhere I visited, 
and upon the few occasions where Mrs. 
Butts accompanied me, we were received 
as royalty. Renewing old friendships and 
making new ones during these visits is 
something I will always cherish. While I 
realize a one or two day visit to a district 
meeting can not fully indicate the health 
of a Society, I think that attendance and 
enthusiasm can. I am well satisfied and 
very happy that the district societies that 
I visited are sound. I expect to finish my 
visitations this month. 

I also attended the District of Colum- 
bia Annual meeting and the New Jersey 
State annual meeting. An invitation to 
the West Virginia meeting had to be de- 
clined due to previous commitments. 

I attended the Third Annual Health 
Conference at State College August 17, 
and in April, at the expressed invitation 
of Dr. Linwood Grace, Director of the 
Bureau of Dental Health, I attended the 
Sixth Annual Training Conference for 
Public School Dental Hygienists. I think 
that the presence of the state president 
at this meeting is of importance because 
this is one of the few times a school 
hygienist has an opportunity of coming 
in contact with anyone representing the 
Pennsylvania State Dental Society. 

Last Spring, and again in August, I had 
the privilege and pleasure of meeting 
with the State Board of Dental Examiners. 
This is a hard working group of unselfish 
men, giving much in time and energy in 
an effort to improve the criteria for cer- 
tification for licensure to practice dentistry 
in Pennsylvania. They deserve the whole- 
hearted commendation of the membership. 

I also was the guest of the Dental Lab- 
oratory Association of Pennsylvania at 
their annual dinner held in Lancaster. A 
very pleasant meeting. 





V. A. Regulations 


An innovation filled with great possi. 
bilities for the good of all concerned was 
initiated on May 15, 1954 by the State 
American Legion. Officers of the State 
Medical Society, the State Hospital Asso- 
ciation, the State Dental Society, and the 
Legion sat down to lunch together and 
attempted to arrive at a common goal rel- 
ative to what constitutes service disability, 
and who is eligible to receive medical and 
dental treatment, and hospitalization at 
Government expense. Obviously this 
problem could not be resolved in one 
meeting, nor were we much more suc 
cessful during the second meeting held 
in August. A third meeting is set for 
December. While nothing concrete has 
developed so far, a mutual respect for 
each other's problems has kept name call- 
ing in public in the State of Pennsylvania 
to a very minimum. As said before, this 
close association of minds on a subject 
that normally has everyone pulling in op- 
posite directions has great possibilities for 
all concerned. 


Committee Appointments 


As you know, there are certain standing 
committees and certain special committees 
set up by our constitution and by-laws; 
the personnel of these committees ap- 
peared in your JOURNAL for January, 
1954. However, throughout the year cir- 
cumstances dictate that the president 
either appoint new committees or add to 
already existing committees. One such 
committee is the Committee on School 
Health Examination for the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society. The complete com- 
mittee is Dr. Earl Albert, Chairman, Dr. 
Charles Gaige, Co-chairman, Dr. Harrison 
Berry, Dr. Milton Nicholson, and Dr. 
Isaac Sissman. This committee will rep- 
resent our Society to the Joint State Gov- 
ernment Commission and shall present the 
views of organized dentistry as developed 
by the House of Delegates and the Board 
of Trustees. This Commission was sé 
up by the Legislature to study ways and 
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means of reducing costs in the State Gov- 
ernment’s multitudinous operations. 

Another recently activated committee is 
the Civil Defense Committee and as 
Chairman I appointed Dr. John Konopka, 
whose experience in Civil Defense activi- 
ties in his home area of Shamokin, quali- 
fies him for the post. The rest of the 
Committee is Dr. Jules Kneisel, Philadel- 
phia, Dr. Rollo Sample, Erie, and Dr. 
Leonard Monheim, Elizabeth. As you 
will note, this committee largely covers 
the State geographically. 

To represent the Society on the Board 
of Americans for Competitive Enterprise 
System, I appointed Dr. Charles Gaige. 

To further expedite the workings of 
the Legislative Committee, I appointed 
the following members of the Legislative 
Committee to a Steering Committee: Dr. 
Earl Albert, Chairman; Dr. William D. 
McClelland, Dr. David M. Boise, Dr. 
Albert Pechan, Dr. Irvin Uhler and Dr. 
Victor Frank. In passing I wish to state 
that I will not go into a discussion of 
meetings held with this or any other 
standing or special committee, as such 
would only be duplication of the commit- 
tees’ reports. 


Dental Journal 

Now I should like to say a word about 
the JOURNAL. You were all grieved to 
learn of the death of our esteemed editor, 
Dr. Paul Bomberger. Not only did we 
all lose a dear friend, but the Society lost 
aman on whose experience and wisdom 
I had counted heavily. An editor such as 
Dr. Bomberger is not easily replaced and 
so I asked the Committee on Publications 
of the Board of Trustees to carry on the 
difficult task of getting out the JOURNAL. 
This committee under the able chairman- 
ship of Dr. J. T. O'Leary, and with the 
cooperation of Mr. Ray Cobaugh as Busi- 
ness Manager, has done an excellent job. 
At the time of asking this Committee to 
assume the duties of editor, I also asked 
them to seek a successor to Dr. Bom- 
berger and to present the name or names 
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of candidates to the Board, whose duty 
it is to appoint an editor. The same 
committee also drew up a complete State- 
ment of Policies of the PENNSYLVANIA 
DENTAL JOURNAL and submitted same in 
a mail ballot to the Board of Trustees, 
which approved the Statement and in- 
structed the Business Manager to put 
them into effect. I am very pleased to 
note that the Council on Journalism of 
the American Dental Association has 
taken very favorable notice of the PENN- 
SYLVANIA DENTAL JOURNAL wherein 
“outstanding improvement has been noted 
in the format of the JOURNAL,” and the 
publication was given credit for “excel- 
lent departmentalization and complete 
coverage.” We should all be very proud 
of our JOURNAL. 

Now several things have happened 
during the year that cannot be corralled 
under one title, but which I should like to 
mention, One was the success the 10th 
District had under the determined and 
able leadership of their Law Enforcement 
Committee Chairman, Dr. E. T. Lewis. 
This Committee succeeded in securing 2 
jail sentence, and making it stick against 
a laboratory operator who was found in 
contempt in violation of the Dental Prac- 
tice Act. The Committee claims that they 
attribute much of their success to the fact 
that they secured private investigators, 
and a private prosecutor to press their 
case. 

I would also like to say a word of com- 
mendation for our new Trustee to the 
American Dental Association, Dr. Charles 
Patton. Thrust into a new role through 
appointment by A.D.A. President Fitz- 
gerald, to replace the late Dr. W. Earle 
Craig, Dr. Patton has discharged his du- 
ties in the same intelligent, trustworthy 
and sincere manner that Dr. Craig’s ten- 
ure had accustomed us to expect. 


Fluoridation 
The success that fluoridation of public 
water supply systems has met with 
throughout the State and on a national 


level may cause some of us to become 
complacent about the ultimate success of 
this important dental public health mea- 


sure. Lest we become so, let me call to 
your attention that last spring an anti- 
fluoridation bill known as H. R. 2341 
was before the United States House In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce Commit- 
tee for consideration. The Chairman of 
our Legislative Committee and I wrote to 
the Chairman of this House Committee 
recommending decisive action against this 
bill. Our communication was prompted 
by a suggestion from the American Dental 
Association Council on Legislation that 
dentists, as individuals, and component 
society officers do all in their power to 
defeat this legislation. As of now, in- 
dications are that Congress will let this 
bill die in committee. Aside from acting 
as a warning that we must constantly keep 
up our guard against legislation that may 
be adverse to dental health, this action 
indicates the power for good that organ- 
ized dentistry can exert. 

On the other side of the ledger relative 
to fluoridation, I wish to call to your at- 
tention that the January-March issue of 
Pennsylvania Health, Dr. Russell H. 
Teague, Secretary of Health, issued a very 
clear and favorable statement of the posi- 
tion of the Department of Health on the 
fluoridation program. Our Executive Sec- 
retary took note of this fact in a letter to 
the Secretary of Health, a copy of which 
was sent to the Governor. 

It is with pleasure that I note a con- 
tinuing expansion in the activities of our 
auxiliaries in the profession of dentistry: 
the Dental Hygienists, the Dental Assis- 
tants, and the Auxiliary to the Pennsyl- 
vania State Dental Society. Possibly more 
encouragement could be given the Dental 
Assistants by recommending membership 
to our assistants who are not members. 
And despite the fact that Pennsylvanians 
are still going into the armed services and 
despite the fact that inflation of previous 
years has passed its peak, we still show 


an increase in State membership over last 
year of 150 members. 

I wish to pay tribute to the Military 
Affairs Committee, and to its Chairman 
for the efficient and humane manner ig 
which these men perform their duties. To 
ask a man to give up a practice that has 
taken years to establish, is not an easy 
thing to do, and this committee has always 
given indication that it realizes this fact 
fully, and has acted accordingly. It has 
been repeatedly pointed out on a national 
level that the Pennsylvania Military Af- 
fairs Committee is a model for all other 
states to copy. 

Again Pennsylvania has faltered at the 
hurdle of A.D.A. Relief Stamp sales, 
Your A.D.A. Trustee and I have had 
some conversation on this subject, and we 
hope to come up with some plan to put 
Pennsylvania across the top next year. 

As of now O.A.S.I. seems to have been 
settled, as far as dentistry is concerned, by 
the last Congress. This, however, loes 
not mean that the issue can never be 
raised again, and it behooves us all, re 
gardless of the side of the fence we sit, 
to give serious and far reaching thought 
to such an enormous subject. We should 
be prepared for any eventuality. 





Recommendations 











I have three recommendations to make. 
First, I should like to recommend the 
formation of a Past Presidents Club, sim- 
ilar to the organization that exists in the 
A.D.A. So I have asked if it becomes 
the wish of this body, our present Past 
President, Dr. Walter Wade, to investi- 
gate the A.D.A. Past Presidents Club t 
the extent that its outline could be used 
here, and to take the necessary steps © 
cause a Past Presidents Club to be 
formed. 

My second recommendation primarily 
concerns the Executive Secretary. I ree 
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ommend that this body cause the Execu- 
tive Secretary to feel that he is not duty 
bound to visit each district’s annual meet- 
ing. Mr. Cobaugh and I have had con- 
siderable conversation regarding this mat- 
ter, and he admits to some slight embar- 
rassment about my bringing this matter 
before you, because he admits also that 
his annual visitations are filled with many 
pleasant memories of hospitable days 
and evenings. Nevertheless, be believes, 
and I firmly agree, that frequently such 
visits accomplish considerably less than 
can be justified costwise. When Mr. 
Cobaugh first assumed his duties as Ex- 
ecutive Secretary eight years ago it was 
necessary for him to visit the districts 
annually to get the feel of his job. 
But after eight years in office he has in- 
stalled such an adequate system in the 
Central Office that no district is farther 
away than the telephone, and he feels, 
and I concur, that his continued visits to 
the district meetings often contribute little 
that is really beneficial to the district or 
the State Society. Also, the time freed 
would enable Mr. Cobaugh to devote 
more fully his capabilities before the Leg- 
islative Committees and Service Groups 
where he could present the wishes of the 
Pennsylvania dentist. We both feel that 
the money saved by discontinuing the 
Executive Secretary's visits, except in ex- 
treme necessity, could be put to other uses 
which would be considerably more benefi- 
cial to both the district societies and the 
State Society. Obviously Mr. Cobaugh 
would continue to attend all meetings of 
the Board of Trustees in his capacity as 
Executive Secretary, and also all Annual 
State meetings. 

My third recommendation is really a 
corollary to my second recommendation. 
By way of briefing, let me remind you 
that some years ago an Annual District 
Officers Conference was inaugurated with, 
I believe, much benefit to the districts as 
well as the State. The State Society pro- 
vided the program, and assumed the hous- 





ing and board expenses of the officers, the 
district furnishing the transportation. 
Last year this conference was discontin- 
ued, temporarily. I recommend that this 
conference of District Officers be reacti- 
vated, to commence this January. This 
would give the new officers of the State 
the opportunity to meet the President and 
Secretaries of the District Societies at the 
beginning of the new state officers’ term. 
I would further recommend that this con- 
ference start Saturday at noon, and close 
Sunday afternoon. This should give the 
district officers sufficient opportunity to 
visit the central office, witness its many 
operations, have dinner, and hear a speak- 
er on some phase of district operations. 
A Sunday session starting at eleven could 
serve as a clearing house for district So- 
ciety officers’ questions, and the session 
could close with a Sunday afternoon lunch 
in the early afternoon. All sessions with 
the exception of the Saturday evening 
dinner could be held in the newly en- 
larged Central Office. The above outline 
or one similar to it, I believe, would be 
of much greater benefit to the districts 
in their operations than Mr. Cobaugh’s 
annual visits, and in this I know Mr. Co- 
baugh concurs. If this recommendation 
meets with the approval of this body, Mr. 
Cobaugh and I are prepared to inaugurate 
such a program. 

Now before I close, I want to thank all 
the splendid men who have served as 
committee chairmen, and all the commit- 
tee members, whose cooperation and ad- 
vice I most sincerely appreciated. To Mr. 
Cobaugh and his efficient and ever help- 
ful staff in the Central Office, I want to 
say thanks. And to Dr. Eugene Gahles, 
my General Chairman, and his effective 
meeting committee: to Dr. Donald Car- 
nahan, President of the Tenth District, 
and Dr. Edwin Saeger, Tenth District Sec- 
retary, and Miss Esther Kovas of the 
Odontological Society Office, I express 
my deepest gratitude. All these people 
by their cooperation and helpfulness in 








promoting this meeting, have made it a 
real pleasure to have the annual meeting 
in Pittsburgh.

Address

» The Reference Committee on the Presi- 
dent's Address was composed of Dr. M. E. 
Nicholson of Pittsburgh, Chrm., Dr. K. S. 
Smith of Philadelphia and Dr. E. T. Lewis of 
Pittsburgh. 


O ONE who has worked with our 
incumbent president of the Board of 
Trustees during the past year can help 
but feel the impact of renewed interest 
and forward thinking within this group. 
These have been stimulated largely by 
Dr. Butts’ enthusiasm and drive and have 
been responsible for sustained success as 
a society. A continuation of this interest 
and thinking is highly desirable if we are 
to successfully fulfill our function. 

Decision as to number of meetings con- 
vened by the Board of Trustees should be 
left to the discretion of the Board accord- 
ing to existing situations. 

The statements made on finance, insur- 
ance, legislation and private dental hos- 
pitals are adequately explained in pre- 
viously submitted reports of the commit- 
tees concerned, and require no comment. 

The Annual Dental Health Conference 
at the State University, State College, is 





being co-sponsored by several of the m 
jor state health groups. It is recommend. 
ed that the Pennsylvania State Dental $> 
ciety become one of the co-sponsors of 
this event and participate fully in th 
planning and operation of this worth 
while conference. 

In commenting on School Health Serv. 
ice, several factors should be noted: 

1. The entire Pennsylvania School 
Health Act is at present under study by 
various interested groups with an eye to 
possible revision. We should carefull 
consider our part in this program in order 
that dentistry can continue its part in the 
setup and also provide leadership in im 
proving the effectiveness of dental health 
education and preventive practices among 
our school population. 

2. The Joint State Government Com 
mission setup by the Legislature, in its 
zeal to find ways and means of reducing 
the cost of government operation should 
not try to economize in the health pr 
gram at the expense of dentistry. True, 
the dental program has been functioning; 
but with a relatively small cost to the tax 
payer. It should receive increased instead 
of decreased funds in order that improved 
effectiveness be reached. 

The Law Enforcement Committee i 
engaged in the very commendable and 
difficult job of bringing about possible 
changes in the laws which will further 
protect both the public and dental profes 
sion against illegal practices. This com 
mittee deserves the individual active sup- 
port and cooperation of every dentist. 

Fluoridation seems to be progressing 
nicely. There is opposition from various 
misinformed or unscientifically minded 
groups and individuals who unfortunately 
make much noise and create confusion 
among the population. The scare prope 
ganda used is atrocious and brings © 
mind difficulties encountered in the eatly 
days of chlorination, immunization 
pasteurization. There is no factual evr 
dence that fluoridation of community 
drinking water supplies for the purpost 
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of decreasing the incidence of dental de- 
cay, is in any way harmful. 

The noted increase of 150 in member- 
ship compared to last year is a bit mis- 
leading. According to committee re- 
ports, this year there were 253 new licens- 
es granted, 146 members died, leaving a 
net of 107. Subtracting this 107 from 
150 would give us a net among dentists 
in practice for some time of 43, which 
would indicate that we could probably 
improve more than an average new mem- 
bership of 4.3 per district. 

The same could be said about the ADA 
Relief Stamp Sale. 

The Past Presidents Club idea seems to 
be a good one and we concur with Presi- 
dent Butts in this interest. 

We agree with the idea that the Execu- 
tive Secretary should not be duty bound 
to visit each district's annual meeting. 
We feel that Mr. Cobaugh’s presence at, 








and participation in, any dental meeting, 
is advantageous to the group concerned. 
Therefore, we recommend that it be left 
to the discretion of the Board of Trustees 
and the Executive Secretary as to when 
and where he should attend district an- 
nual meetings. 

The Annual District Officers Confer- 
ences provide a medium for: 

1. Familiarizing district officers with 
proper administrative procedures in So- 
ciety affairs. 

2. Observing how the 
Office operates. 

3. Comparing notes among the dis- 
tricts to the mutual advantage of all. 

4. Creating a better understanding and 
cohesiveness among and between districts. 

It is suggested that these conferences 
be continued because they seem to war- 
rant the preparation and expense in- 
volved.

Relief Fund Campaign 


The annual campaign for voluntary 
contributions to the American Dental 
Association Relief Fund will be formally 
launched the latter part of this month 
when Relief Fund Seals will be mailed to 
all members. 

The quota for the 1954-55 campaign 
has been set at $100,000, the same as 
has been used for the past several years. 
The quota for your society for the new 
campaign and the total amount of con- 
tributions received last year are listed on 
the following pages. 

Thanks to the generosity of dentists 
everywhere, contributions to the A.D.A. 
Relief Fund last year set a new record 
of $105,996.75. Thirty-nine constituent 
Societies reached or exceeded their re- 
spective quotas. Four societies more than 
doubled their quotas: Alaska, 453 per 
ent; Alabama, 256; District of Colum- 


bia, 235 and Idaho, 243 per cent of 
quota. 

The smaller societies, those with quotas 
of $900 or under, contributed 121 per 
cent of their quota. The larger societies, 
those with a quota of over $900, con- 
tributed 102 per cent of their quota. 

With your continued support there is 
every reason to believe that the $100,000 
quota again will be exceeded in the 1954- 
55 campaign. As you know, all admin- 
istrative costs including postage and other 
expenses in conjunction with the Relief 
Fund campaign are now paid by the 
American Dental Association. This means 
that every dollar contributed to the 
Relief Fund will go for relief purposes. 

One half of each contribution from 
members of your society will automatical- 
ly be returned to your own Relief Fund.

Standing Committees 


Council on Components 


The fifth and last District Officers 
Management Conference was held De 
cember, 1, 1952. At the 85th Annual 
Meeting of the Pennsylvania State Dental 
Society, the House of Delegates approved 
the recommendation that the Conference 
be discontinued “because of the somewhat 
static membership of these conferences 
which makes the repeated presentation of 
elementary management procedures both 
unnecessary and boring to the majority of 
those attending.” After a lapse of one 
year the council recommends that a Dis 
trict Officers’ Management Conference be 
held this year (1954), or early in 1955. 

Concur with this recommendation and 
further recommend that the Conference 
be held in the early part of 1955 after the 
roster of all district officers is forwarded 
to the Central Office. 

It is further recommended that the 
Conference be held biennially instead of 
annually. 

The announcement that the manual for 
district officers will be ready for publica- 
tion after the next Conference is received 
with enthusiasm. The responsibility for 
drawing up this manual was assigned to 
our Executive Secretary. He is to be 
commended for expediting the publica 
tion of this much-needed manual. 


Council on Components—Membership 


The report on membership is encourag- 
ing. You will note that the 1954 mem 
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bership is 100.08 per cent of the max- 
imum membership for 1953. This is.a 
gratifying report. Since membership is 
decided on a local level all district socie- 
ties are urged to make every effort to 
further increase the total in 1955. 


Council on Components—Necrology 
The report of the Necrology Commit- 
tee strikes a sad feeling in each and every 
one of us. The report shows that a total 
of one hundred forty-six died during the 
past year. We bow in reverence to those 
who are no longer with us. 


Council on Components—Relief 

It is with regret that we note that the 
number of dentists receiving relief grants 
has increased from three in 1953, to 
eight in 1954. The importance of con- 
tributing to the American Dental Asso- 
cation Relief Fund is reflected in the re- 
port of the Committee on Relief. 


Council on Dental Health 

Since receiving the report of the Coun- 
cil, fouridation of the public water sup- 
ply in the City of Philadelphia was started 
September 22. 

Concur with the recommendation of the 
Council that the House of Delegates urge 
all local societies to take such steps as 
necessary to include dental membership 
on local health boards. 

Concur with the recommendation that 
alémm sound projector be purchased by 
the Council so that a wider distribution of 
films, especially to lay groups, can be ef- 
fected. 

Dental Council and Examining Board 

The report of the State Dental Council 
and Examining Board indicates that the 
Council has had a busy year. It is grati- 
fying to note that out of six cases insti- 
tuted against persons illegally practicing 
dentistry, three cases were successfully 
Ptesecuted, two are awaiting Grand Jury 
ation, and only one successfully evaded 
prosecution. Your committee would like 


to see an even greater number of success- 
ful prosecutions in future years. 


Council on Dental Trade and Laboratory 
Relations 
We are fortunate in having a Council 
that is capable of handling the problems 
that confront it with ability, finesse, and 
diplomacy. 

Concur with the Council with its sug- 
gestion that they have at least two meet- 
ings a year with the laboratory associa- 
tion’s professional relations committee. 

Further concur with the recommenda- 
tion that every local and district society 
set up a Council on Dental Trade and 
Laboratory Relations to discuss with sim- 
ilar committees of the laboratory associa- 
tion, problems arising at the local level. 


Trade Relations 

Agree with the Council on the follow- 

ing: 

1. Dental burs are essential to the den- 
tal health needs of the nation. 

2. The federal government should have 
a plan to assure that all commodi- 
ties and implements essential to the 
nation’s health needs should be 
available in adequate quantities dur- 
ing a period of all-out war. 


We further agree that a plan for assuring 
the availability of these items should not 
be based on an increase in tariffs and im- 
port restrictions. 

It is the opinion of the committee that 
dental organizations on the state level 
should not project themselves into contro- 
versies that involve commercial manufac- 
turers and the federal government. 


Legislative and Law Enforcement 
The executive committee of the Legis- 
lative and Law Enforcement Committee 
presents three items for consideration. 


1—The Death Certificate 


Although two members representing 
Oral Surgery contend that rarely would 
conditions warrant the privilege of sign- 


ing death certificates be exercised by the 


ll 


dentist, no opinion can be advanced until 
a full and complete report is made. 








I1l—Compulsory School Excusals 

Agree on secking legislation. We pre- 
sume that local and district societies, rep- 
resenting parts of the state where adverse 
conditions are alleged to exist, have sub- 
mitted proof that every other means of 
getting cooperation from school authori- 
ties have been exhausted. Your commit- 
tee concurs in this recommendation and 
moves its adoption. 


ll1I—School Health Examinations 


Your committee is advised that the 
Chairman of the Legislative and Law En- 
forcement Committee has conferred with 
the Board of Trustees and that a joint 
set of principles was developed to super- 
sede those set forth in the report. We 
concur in these and urge that they be 
placed before appropriate agencies of the 
state government for consideration. These 
principles as jointly outlined are as fol- 
lows: 

1. We believe that it is not necessary 
to have a tooth by tooth examination, but 
that the examination should be made of 
the general oral health and of the oral 
conditions with a view toward making 
recommendations for correction of the 
conditions that need correcting. A more 
detailed examination should be made in 
some areas, to be determined by the Sec- 
retary of Health, for the purpose of mak- 
ing statistical studies needed to evaluate 


certain preventive measures or to meet 
other situations that may arise. 

2. Payment of dental examining per 
sonnel in school health programs should 
be based on time worked rather than on 
the number of examinations performed. 
The hourly fee paid to the dental exam 
iners shall be on a par with that of the 
medical examiners. 

3. We recommend that examinations 
be made annually. 

4. The above examination would result 
in a saving of money which should be 
provided to the Bureau of Dental Health 
to enable it to assist each community in 
developing dental health programs of ed- 
ucation, prevention, follow-up and correc: 
tion, with particular emphasis on the first 
three. 

Liaison Committee 

We concur in the suggestions that each 
District and Local Society appoint a liai- 
son committee with the duty of establish- 
ing relationships with the local hygienists, 
local dental assistants and the local Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary. 

And that each local society make aa 
effort to have a dental representative on 
borough, city and community boards of 
health and other community local health 
advisory committees. 

The recommendation requiring a 
amendment to the constitution has already 
been acted upon during the first session.

Bureau of Dental Health 

Dr. Grace makes an excellent and com- 
prehensive report of the Bureau. It is a 
healthy situation that some counties and 
communities are spending local money on 
dental clinics following a reduction of 
state and federal monies. 

Because of the coordination of spe- 
dalists other than dental, and the net re- 
sult being superior in Pennsylvania to 
other states, the operation of the cleft 
palate division seems to be satisfactory, 
even though it is not directly under the 
Bureau of Dental Health. 

Your committee recommends that the 
State Society influence the proper people 
to create the position of assistant director 
of the Bureau of Dental Health for the 
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Boards, Officers and 


Special Committees 


present and future benefit of that depart- 
ment. 

It is gratifying to note the increase in 
the number of communities that have 
fluoridated their water supply, the two 
largest cities in the state being included 
in this project. 

The statements and recommendations 
on the school health examination program 
have been superseded by a joint statement 
in which the Board of Trustees, the Direc- 
tor of the Dental Bureau and the Chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee par- 
ticipated. This re-statement is dealt with 
under the Report of the Legislative Com- 
mittee and has been referred to the Ref- 
erence Committee on the Reports of 
Standing Committees. These statements 
were to have been a part of this report 
and as such are concurred with by this 
committee. 

It is noted in Juniata County that one 
hundred seven classroom talks were given. 
Your Committee wishes to commend the 
responsible people for this program and 
recommends in those areas where no 
school hygienist is employed that the 
local dental societies be urged to institute 
similar programs. 

The report from the Bureau of Dental 
Health is apparently complete except in 
one section. (As recommended in last 
year’s report, detailed reports of some of 
the conferences would be informative to 
the members of the society.) 

We heartily agree with Dr. Grace’s first 





recommendation: that separate rules and 
regulations should govern the physical 
and dental examination programs. 

The fluoridation program has continued 
to progress and is a splendid tribute to 
the coordinated efforts of the various 
agencies involved. 


Bureau of Industrial Hygiene 


Report submitted by Dr. Aston for the 
fiscal year has been well prepared. 

This is a commendable report. The 
idea is very progressive when employers 
realize the incidence of dental pain and 
loss of time, and as a result of it, they 
should be more cooperative in releasing 
their employees for dental appointments, 
as well as to encourage them to seek reg- 
ular dental attention. 

We commend the Bureau for the two 
year plan; this should be published in 
the State JoURNAL when completed. 

We believe a more comprehensive re- 
port to the general membership would be 
appropriate on conference with plant 
management, etc. What was the general 
reception—how many rejected, how many 
accepted? We recommend the inclusion 
of the above in future reports. 

This Committee is puzzled as to what 
happened to the recommendations of the 
Reference Committee of 1952-53 on the 
establishment of a committee on industrial 
hygiene as a sub-committee of the Council 
on Dental Health. 


Constitution and By-Laws 

The committee recommends that the 
printed amendment to Article III, Section 
9 of the Constitution be passed. 

Since an additional amendment was 
read to the delegates at the first meeting, 
the committee recommends the adoption 
of this amendment. 

We concur in the recommendations 
made by the above committee that the 
central office be instructed to have an 


edition of the current Constitution print- 
ed, distributed and presented to the del- 
egates for action. 








Hospital Dental Service 

The Committee on Hospital Dental 
Service is to be commended on its vey 
fine report of dental activities in a fast 
growing field. 

The complexity of its report is an im 
dication of its many problems in the past 
and as a barometer as to the future of 
hospital dental service. 

The committee's report on the activi 
ties and fee schedule of the Blue Shield 
program are enlightening and informative 
to members of our profession and espe 
cially so to the non-participating members 
of the Blue Shield program. 

The alertness of the committee chair 
man, in having dentists included in the 
anesthesia fee schedule of the Blue 
Shield program, is a splendid tribute to 
the commitee’s work in behalf of the den- 
tal profession. 


Life Membership 
This report needs no comment. The 
names submitted have been investigated 
by the state office after being submitted 
by the district and should meet the quali- 
fications for life membership. 


Military Affairs 

The committee wishes to commend the 
Military Affairs Committee for the fine 
job it has done during the past year. 

The Reference Committee recommends 
that the names of district coordinators for 
Military Affairs be published in the State 
JouRNAL for the benefit of the general 
membership. 


Treasurer's Report 

The treasurer has submitted his usually 
fine and clear report. The Reference 
Committee thanks him for acceding to its 
request for comparative figures from pre 
ceding years. 

Summary 

In addition to recommendations and 
observations made concerning specific re 
ports, the following were called to the 
attention of this committee:

 FLuORIDATION 
To bring up the subject again: 


For about a dime a year per person, Kennett Square can adjust the 
fluoride in its water supply and bring to the coming generation of chil- 
dren and adults the benefit of up to 65 per cent less tooth decay.

It's much wiser to add fluoride to the community water supply at the 
cost of ten cents per year than to chase after strange new dentrifices 
with fantastic claims. —Kennett Square News and Advertiser.

™ Earry DENTISTRY 

Dentistry, as known today, is a relative newcomer in the line-up of 
major professions. The dental profession can be said to have started 
with the opening of the first dental school in Baltimore in 1840. 

Until that time there was little formal education required for a person 
planning to do dental work, and there were no set standards for the 
work done. 

Until 1800 dentistry consisted largely of attempted relief of pain, and 
extractions of teeth, the latter by very crude methods. Dentistry, as a 
field of its own, began to progress in the early 1800s, when it eventually 
became separated from medicine. 

Itinerant dentists were common until late in the century, and a large 
part of the dental work done in Western Pennsylvania during its settle- 
ment period was by dentists who came to town for a day or a week at a 
time. 

Clearfield had a dentist, Dr. A. M. Hill, in practice as early as 1846. 
The Pennsylvania Banner, Clearheld’s first newspaper, carries the an- 
nouncement of his opening an office here that year. 

It stated that Dr. Hill was prepared to extract, fill or make new teeth 
at reasonable prices, and pointed out the social and business disad- 
vantages of poor teeth. The notice ends, “Ladies will be visited at their 
residence if desired.” 

Since Dr. Hill’s day the profession has advanced rapidly, and today a 
new concept of dentistry has developed. 

Dr. Lex R. Browne, of Clearfield, is the county's oldest practicing 
dentist, having started his practice in 1904. He has maintained an 
active practice longer than any dentist in the history of Clearfield 
County. —Clearfield Progress.

PITTSBURGH 

The appointment of William F. Swan- 
son as Dean of the School of Dentistry 
was announced early in July by Chancel- 
lor Fitzgerald and Vice-Chancellor Moore. 
Dr. Swanson has served at the University 
of Pittsburgh since 1920 except for a 
year and a half of private practice. He 
has been Professor of Histology and Bac- 
teriology since 1946, was named Associ- 
ate Dean in 1947 and Acting Dean after 
the death of Dean Lawrence Van Kirk 
last summer.
